In the interview, Applicants' representative asked the examiner to reconsider Applicants' 
position that the cited art does not anticipate the instant claims. Specifically, Applicant requested 
reconsideration of the cited article by Alfonzo et al as art because it does not meet all the 
limitations of the instant claims, including the limitation of the claimed oligoribonucleotide's 
being complementary to a mamalian target gene. 

Applicant also requested reconsideration of the cited patent by Kmiec et al. on the 
grounds that Kmiec et al does not teach an oligoriboncleotide comprising two separate strands, 
nor does Kmiec et al teach an oligoriboucleotide which comprises linked stands which are self 
complementary AND fully complementary to the target gene . At the end of the discussion, the
